Reporter— Do you think. General, that the
Soutbern leaders will devote themselves to the
tuzk of restoring prozperity under the working
of the Reconstruction acta?

General Rowecrang—That I don't rlenrl?r aoe,
Tecan't say. It would be & good thing ir the
Southern leaders could be got to work (osether
beneficently., It is they who are chiefly inte-
rested o the daty of restoring prosperity.

Reperter—They don’t seem inclined to work
under the Reeonstruction acts now ?

General Rosecrans—No, Events doun't seem

General Rosecrans—No. This, however, s
certan, We have the richest countryin the
world, and our bouds, instead of being the
lowest, sbould be the highest n the market,
The thing wanted now s 1o 8nd which way to
turn the water to ron the mills best, und that's
for Mr. Greeley to find, I sympathize asa much
with the negro as Mr. Greeley. or rather in
comparizon, for [ dno’tsuppose 1 have the same
capacity for feeling for them; still I feel inte-
rested 1o thelr wellare,

In response to the reporter's query as to what
he thooeht of General Grant’s chances of elec-
tion, Genernl Roseerans sald he hadn't “‘the
slightest ides,”

ment.

The Aogustia (a.) Constitutionalist of August

It bas been stated, from time to time, in radi-
cul journsls, ¥orth and Soath, that Hou, Alex-
aucder H. Stephens favored the fourteenth
amendment, and urged ita passage by the so-
called Legislatare ot Georgla, As this assertion
hus stll possession of the public mind, by radical
direction, we deem it opportune to correct sach
wropg impressions as may be drawn from broad
and partisan assertions, This correction can be
all the better made by preseuting sn exact
account of Mr, Btephens' position with regard to
this vexed guestion.

It1s true that Mr. Btephens, as a matter of
Eolicy. tavored the adoption of the amendment

y the radicals, It is not true that he wished
the Democrats to assist in ils passage by sctive
participation. It i=s utterly uutrue that he either
adyired or favored it= adoptiom on its merits,
On the contrary, he considered the act itselt
null and void, and stated more thau once,
opeuly, that be “hoped no Democrat would
vole for it; and if he werein the Legislature,
and his vote would defext it, or by mot votiug,
permit it to pass, he would not vote at all.”

As the case then stood, it seemed to him best
for the State and the whole country that itshould
pass, the radicals baviug the exclusive respon.
sibility of its passage.

Tragedy in Queen Anne's
Connty.

On Friday morning last, eays the Centreville
_(,‘m.nm, & cold-plooded marder was perprirated
in Queen Anve's county, Md,, the particalars of
which are as tollows:—

A man named Beamy Gilmore, an industrious,
honest, and woffensive farmer, aged about torky
yeare, residing on a farm belonging to the heirs
of the Jate Judge Chambers, on the road from
Church Hill to Chesteriown, about four miles
from the lormer and two from the latter place,
was found dend at an cacly hoar on Friduy
morviug, and his wi'te Iying in an insensible
coudition, but still alive, by & negro man and
woman who had been engaged by Mr. (nlmore
to *‘save fodcer” for him. They immediately

ave the slarm to oue of Mr, Gilmore's neigh-
re, who made the fuct of the muorder known
to the officers of the luw,und Justice Tarbuttoo,
of Grumpton, summoned & jury of inguest, and
among the wilnesses WAS A LEEro woman,
Maritha Barwick—Mr. Gilmore's cook—who at
firet denied all knowledge of the matter, but
finally confessed that a certain vezro man in
the neighborhood, who was in the hubit of
visiting her named Michael Bell, and hoerself,
bad jormed a plot to murder and rob Mr,
Gilmore, which plot was intended to be put in
execution on Friday night, but from some cause
on Thurdday night the time was changed, and
tbe deed perpetrated on  Friday morning, be-
tween daybreak and suorise,

Bell, she states, rewnined io the kitchen all
night, and in the esrly morulog went ap stairs
ard effected an entrance inte Mre. Gilmore's
room without awakevlug her, when he dealt her
two blows with the blade of am axe, as she lay
gleeping, and theu sent the woman—the partner
io his crime—to tell Mr, Gilmore (who, it ap-
pears, for some cause, slept in snother honse
gome distance from ihe dwelling) that his wile
was very sick and wapted him., Mr. Gilmore
Immediatcly repaired to his wife's room, and as
be entered the door Bell dealt him a heavy blow
with the eye of the axe, knocking him senseless
to the floor, after which Lestruck him two more
blows upon the head, and then lefc him. The
woman Martha saye Bell then commenced
rifling the bureau drawers, but drove her from
thie room, and she does not know what amonut
of monev, if any, Bell obtained. Afier com-
pletivg his searco for booty he left the premises
and that was Lhe last she saw of him.

Information was after wards obtained that Bell
made hig way to the river, just below Chester-
town, aud procuring & smsail boat, boarded the
steamer Chester as she passed, and it is sup-
posed went to Baltimore,

The object appears to have been hoth robbery
and malice, and it is said there bad been some
difficulty between Mr, Gilmore and Bell a short
time previously. Mr. Gilmore raised a great
deal of garden produce, which he had been sell-
ing In Baitimore, and it ie belleved that he had
6 copsiderable sum of momey aboat the house;
and it was with the double object of gratifying
his malice and ob'sining the money that Bell
perpetrated the horrible deed, The murdered
man was childless,

ARKANSAS.

A Speck of War in Conway Connty.

Meagre despatches to the Eusstern papets re-
port a recommencement of the tronbles between
the whites and blacks in Couway county,
Arkanrsas, A special to the Mewmplis Avalanche
of the 201k says:—

We have alarniing intelligence to communi-
cate, Conwuy county, on the river, foriy miles
avove bere, contains a lurge negro population,
and they are divided in sentiment, Obe night
lnst week some Radicnl negroes surrounded the
house ot & Democratie negro, shot lus dog, and
tried to get him out ot hs house.

A day or two afterwards the assailants - were
arrested for trial. In making up a jury of
vegroes, the radical wegroes drew their
weapens 0n & Democratic negro, who had been
summoned, aud drove him from the ground,

Aunderson Gordon, Esq., persuaded them to
put up their weapons, The negroes went off
and accumulated arms and & number of men.

Mr. Thomas Burchfield, o onearmsd white
map, and George Bentley, wenl to see and
induce them to desist from any dissurbance, und
were fited upon by nineleen negroes on the
road, vrexpectedly, wounding Barchfield mor-
tally, sud Killing Bentley® horse,

Henkle and Gibbous, radical members of the
I,.ro(fip!amre. then had Adams and Gordon
ordered out of the country, and summoned the
nefrm in lurge numbers,

wo or three hundred whites and friendly
negroes nssembled in Lewlsbarg, on the river,
for mutusl protection. Mean white radicals,
from Couway, have come along the road to
Little Rock, stopping citizens and throwing the
couniry into conlusion and terror with threats
of fndiscriniinate murder of the whites,

Last night, as a consequence of these events,
Hiods, radical member of Congress, sand
Stewart, Governor Clayton’s Adjutant,
barsngued thiee huodred pegroes, who were
summoned to mest them at Terry's Ferry, nine
miles bilow here. They musieted in one
hundred, icstructed them to bring thelr arms
and blenkels to the ferry and & boat would
tuke them off at daylight, Their yells were
frichtful,

This mornivg the Hester brought them up
and camped them on Big Kock, above town.
Another company has been ratsed here, and the
streets, though perfectly quiet, are tilled wilu
ragged negroes, armed with muskets nod cars
tridge boxes,

Governor Clayton, the usurpiog Governor, is
riding about the streets with mach activity, and
itie suid he will go wiih tne expedition up the
river this evening, It the negroes sattemot to
juterfere with tbe liberties of the citizens of
Conway, blood will flow freely, Clayton is bitter
and deterpined. Bo are the people, Tue De-
mocracy have never nggressed. They mean to
register ond vote, and see that Democratic pe-d
groes do Lbe same, The negroes of Arkausas
are rapidly toruine, and this disturbance s
gotten up to frighten them. We kuow not what
ar bour will bring forth, 1 pothing extenuate,
nor set down aught in malice,

More Ouilrages on the Pinins,

The New Haven Jowrnal publishes the follow-
Ing from ex-Governor Datlon, dated St. Joseph,
Mo, Augast 20:—

As 1 bave just arrived liere from Manhattan,
Kaness, which 18 within & bundred wiles ot the
scene of the late Iodian outrages, I presume |
am able to communioste throneh you to the
public al tbe Eust more reliaple information
concerning them thau yoo can ootain from any
other source. Last Baturday I was introdnoed
to Governor Crawlord, at Topeks, who haa a
day or two belore returned from an official vielt

1o the geat of hostilitles, and who had orginized
& military force lo protect the settlers, He m-
formed me that, to his konowledge, fourteen
bodies of the vietims have been buriel, and a
number of others wounded.

One woman, who was shot throagh the breast,
informed him th«t she had beem oatraged over
tweaty times by Indians in succession, Another
stnted that sbe had been outraged by (as near
as abe could recollect), twenty-nine. Ouve eluld
was badly speared in the neck, and another in
the back, felt the greatest intecest in the
statements, as two men were killed at a dwell-
ing heuse three miles this side of a place where
anephew of mine, with his family, were, having
located himeelf there last Spring, A youns
womnn, about eighteen vears old, wascarrcied ofl
and has not besn heard from. As far as [ conld
ancertain my nephew was not disturbed. Bat as
the fumily bad a father and erown sons, aud o
davghter who had learved the use of a rifie, and
aa they were supplhied with about a dozen Minuote
rifles and A thousand rouuds ef ammuuition,
and as they had a dogout newr to Republican
river to retire to, the Iondians would probably
bave met with & warm reception, It is not sar
priging that ereat alarm and the most biter
ieeling towards the Indians crevals among the
settlers, A mao from that region informed me
in the cars to-day that about two hundred had
left their homes, It is confidently assarted that
the Iudisns vsed the very arms that our Govern
:m-m furnished to them under the late so-called
Tealy.

WaemingroN, Beptember 1, — Commissioner
Rollins has recommended to the Secretary of
the Treasury for appointment, Spencer Kirby,
as Bupervisor under the pew Internal Revenue
law lor the ¢!ty of New York, bat the Presiient
is In favor of Genersl T. W, Eagau for that posi®
tion.

The Treaty Detween the Unlted States
and the Republie of Nicaragun,

The President bas lssued & proclamation
snoonncing the ratificatlon ol the wreaty of
friendship, commerce, and navigation between
the Uniled States and the republic of Nicaragua,
Therelisto be a reciprocal freedom of commeree,
but by this the privilege of carrying on the
coasting trade is not understood. Among
other provieions, the republic of Nicsragua
grants to the United States and to their citizens
and property the right of transit between

" the Atlantic and Pacific oceans, through the

territory of that republic on any route of com-
muonication, matural or artidcinl, whetuer by
land or by water, which may now or hersafier
exist, or be construc'ed under the autho'ity of
Nicaragua, to be used and enjoyed in the same
manner and upon equul terms by both repablics
and their respective cltizens, the republic of

Nicaragus, however, reserving fits rights of
sovereigoty over the same, Tue United States
agree to extend their protection to all

such routes of commuaication as aforesaid
sud to guarantee the neutrulity and innocent

use of the same. They also agres to employ
tbeir infloence with olher nations to indace
them to guaraptee such neutrality and protec-
tion, apnd the regpublic oif Nicaragas on les part
underiakes 1o estnnlish one free port at each
extremity of one ot the aloresald routes ot
comnunicstion betwren the Atluntic and
Pacioe oceans. At these poris no tonnage or
other auaties shull be imp sed or levied by
the Governmeat of Nicaragua, or the ves-
sels of the Uni ed States, or on any etfects or
merchandi:e belovgiong fo cilizeos or subjects
of the Uuited Suates, or upon the vessels or
effecis of any olher country, intended bona fide

for transit across the saiwd routes of commuuica- |

tion, and not tor consump:ion within the repub-
lie of Niearogua. The United staces shoald also
be at literty, on giving uoticeé to the Guveru-
ment authorities of N as, to carry troops
sud muouitions of war in 1.E|elr own vessels, or
otherwise to either ol said free ports; and ghall be
eniitled to their conveyance beiween them
without obstruction by swd Government or
authorities, and without any charges or tolls
whatever for theiwr transportation on either of
suid routes, provided smd troops and mualtions
of wur are not inteuded to be employed against
Centrs]l American pations friendly to Nicarazua,
and po higher or other charges or lolls shall
be imposed on the conveyauce or transit of
pereons and property ol citizens or sabjects
of the United Btares, or of any other country,
aecross the eald routes of communication than
are or may be imposcd on the persons and pro-
perty of citizens of Nicaragua, sud the republio
of Nicaragun concedes the right of the Post-
master-General of the United States to enter
into contructs with any individuals or compa-
nies to traneport the mails ot the Unlted States
ulong the eaid rouates of communication, or
ulong Aoy other routes wcross the
‘Jstbmuos, lu its discretion, in closed bugs, the
contents of which may not be intended for
dietribution witnin the eaid republios, free from
the imposition ot all taxes or duties by the
Government of Nicaragua. But this Liberty is
not to be copstrued so as 1o permit such indi-
vidusls or compauies, by virtue of this mght to
trapsport the muils, to carry also passengers
or irelebt, apd it s further agreed and
understood that in AUy  graonts  or
contracts which may berealter be made or
entered iuto by the Government of Nicaragus,
